Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 9-10, 12-15, 20-21, 24, 27-29, 31-47, 51, and 53-61 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses monitor trades entered into and cleared by counterparties, 
track the net and gross positions of counterparties and the counterparties' parent 
entities, and trigger warnings when counterparties or their parent entities exceed a 
warning limit. However, the prior arts of record fail to teach, singly or in combination, a 
method, comprising: accumulating, by at least one processor, values of trades by a 
trader in a trading market to obtain an accumulated position for the trader; comparing, 
by the at least one processor, the accumulated position for the trader with a trading limit 
assigned against the trader for the trading market; determining by the at least one 
processor, whether the accumulated position for the trader exceeds the trading limit; 
and shutting off, by the at least one processor for the trader, an ability to trade in the 
trading market when the accumulated position for the trader exceeds the trading limit.
